TRAIN ROBBERS. 


Arrest of Supposed Members 
of the Notorious Gang 


Who Plundered the Express Car near 
‘St. Louis Recently. 


An Alleged Former Pal of J esse James 
Among the Captured. 


The Arrests Made in Chicago and Kansas City— 
How the Detectives Hunted the Men Dewn 
: —The Part a Woman Played 
in the Affair. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 


CuicaGco, Dec. 25.—[By the Western As- 
sociated Press.}| Two local papers publish- 
ed morning’accounts of the arrest here, yes- 
terday, of Jim Cummings, who has long 
been generally believed to be the leading 
perpetrator of the St. Louis and San. Fran- 
cisco Express robbery last October, and two 
of his accomplices. According to the ac- 
counts referred to the men were arreste : in 
a house of questionable repute and upward 
of $20,000 in money was captured with them. 
The men are said to have been shadowed 
for some time, on account of their lavish 
display of money and swaggering gait and 
appearance, Which warranted the assump- 
tion that they were railway brakeman. 

The Inter Ocean will say tomorrow morn- 
ing that these accounts have nop foundation 
in fact, except that two men were arrested 
for a small offense, neither of whom wasJim 
Cummings, hor was in any way connected 
with the express robbery. The finding of 
the money is also denied. 

BELIEVED TO BE THE ROBBERS. 

CuicaGco, Dec. 25.—U p to a late hour the 
information from the detectives was of a de- 
cidedly meager natare, but conveyed the im- 
pression that the officers believed them- 


j selves to haye captured the train robbers. 


The trio are still in close custody here,and the 
papers publishing the first reports maintain 
stoutly thatthe statements given are sub- 
stantially correct. Their authority is stated 
by them to be equivalent to direct informa- 
tion from the seus making the arrest.

A Central Californian Delusion. 


In the following article from the 
Sacramento Bee is another example of 
the singular error under which many 
journals and citizens of Central and 
Northern California are continually 
laboring. This erroris the unwarrant- 
ed belief that the principal dependence 
of Southern California is the orange 
tree. Nothing could be further from 
“the truth. But here is the Bee’s ar- 
ticle: 

The people of the Sacramento basin should 
show more faith in the future of this region. 
They lack either faith or enterprise. hile 
Southern California, with no better climate 
and with a very much smaller area suited 
to citrus fruits. is shipping 2000 carloads of 
oranges annually, the production of oranges 
upon a commercial scale has only just be- 
gun in the northern half of the State. And 
yet both land and water are exceedingly 
cheap here, compared with the prices paid 
in Southern California. Our people ought 
to know that there is great protit in an 
orange orchard. At present prices for the 
fruit the net returns from trees in good 
bearing should be in the neighborhood of 
$500 an acre. The fruit is bringing £1.75 or 
$2 per box on the tree. 

‘To show the people of the East what they 

ean do here, there is no way so effectual as 
to do the same things ourselves. If the old 
residents lack faith or enterprise to plant 
orange orchards here, can newcomers be 
expected to éxpend their money and muscle 
in that way? Citrus fairs are good, adver- 
tising is good, but example is best of all. 
Why should our land-owners sit on the 
fence, and wait for Eastern people to cofne 
and start a boom? Let them go to work 
with a will, plant orange and olive orchards, 
and start a boom themselves. Los 
Angeles was nothing until the prof- 
its of orange growing by her own 
people attracted the attention of Eastern 
paopie. and then her boom began. ‘There is 
no doubt whatéver that a dollar will gotten 
times as far here, in any fruit-crowing en- 
terprise, as in Southern California. The 
man whokasta cood site for an orange 
orchard, anywhere in the Sacramento basin, 
is an ass if he selis it, unless he has more 
land than he ¢an use, Our orange growers 
can their fruit in market six weeks 
ahead of Southern California, and can com- 
mand fancy prices. There are fortunes to 
be madein our foothills by the men who 
have the intelligence and enterprise to grasp 
the present opportunities. 

So far from the orange tree being 
the chief factor in Southern Califor- 
nia’s prosperity, it really cuts but a 
small figure when compared with the 
mass of other products of the soil. 
These are so multifarious, so abun- 
dant and so profitable that, were the 
_orange to be suddenly eliminated from 
among our productions for the world’s 


markets, the southern country would 


by no means come to a stand-still, as 
some poorly-informed Northern and 
Eastern journals seem to suppose. If 
such an unlooked-for result should 
occur, we would simply make arrange- 
ments to goon. We would fall back 
on the almost illimitable resources of 
this southern country—some of them 
of far greater value and far more 
quickly developed ‘than the orange— 
and keep up the boom just the same. 
The same measure of persistence, skill 
and energy that has made of orange 
growing the considerable success which 
it has on the whole achieved here, 
would, if turned into other and still 
open channels of production and busi- 
ness, probably make an even 
greater success of some of them, 
because the time and effort required 
to bring an orange orchard to the pro- 
ductive-bearing point are very great— 
greater, perhaps, than are necessary in 
almost any other line of soil culture. 
Men generally plant orange orchards 
for their children, not for themselves. 
The creation of a productiye grove is 
not the work of a day, of a year, or 
even of a decade. It represents long 
years of labor, experimenting, waiting, 
insect-fighting, care and nursing of 
various sorts. He who plants an 
orange grove must indeed “learn 
to labor and to wait.” And all 
this labor and waiting means 
expense—heavy expense, in which 
the interest account cuts a large figure. 
So that, by the time the orange grove 
has eommenced yielding anything like 
an adequate paying crop, the cost of it 
to the owner has swollen to a figure 
which would frighten the novices who 
are so eager to rush into the business, 
could they count the cost before be- 
ginning. 

A full-grown, healthy, producing 
orange grove is a ‘‘nice thing,” and a 
paying one, to be sure, but it repre- 
sents un amount of time, labor and 
expense that, if intelligently applied, 
would make a-sueccess of almost any 
legitimate business. 

The mistake too frequently made, in 
our opinion, by some journals and peo- 
ple in Northern California is in assum- 
ing that, once orange culture is estab- 
lished there, their country is ‘‘made.”’ 
No idea could be more deluding. Even 
admitting (which we do not) that 
orange growing, as a business, is gener- 
ally practicable north of Point Con cep- 
cion, there is nothing in the business 
to justify our up-country friends in 
losing their heads over it. Let them 
pursue, in an experimental way, in lo- 
calities clearly adapted to the tree, but 
let them at the same time hold fast 
to those standard fruits, grains, 
root crops and other productions of the 
soil which have been demonstrated to 
be the chief dependence of their coun- 
try. They can ‘freeze to’’ these (no 
reference to the thermometer in 
the Northern Citrus Waist-Belt) 
with safety ; and in the long run they 
will make more money and ex- 
tract more happiness from this com- 
mon-sense course than they can get 
out of fooling with the yellow and al- 
luring, though sometimes deceptive, 
naranja. 

These remarks are designed as very 
** straight goods,”’ and as such we offer 
them to our estimable northern col- 
leagues and fellow-travelers in this 
citrus-lined vale of tears, trusting they 
will not rashly leap upon their nail-keg 
“tripods*’ and reject them (the re- 
marks, not the tripods), nor accuse us, 
in regulation style, of being inspired 
with *‘ jealousy of Northern and Cen- 
tral California.” 


What They Should Learn: 


The up-country papers are beginning 
to pay distinguished attention to the 
Southern Queen. unprecedented 
growth is a standing wonder to them— 
as it is to the country at large, and 
they are beginning to query porque. 
hey naturally appreciate the part that 
advertising has played in the erection 
of the Los Angeles boom, and now 
that they want a little boom of their 
own, they turn in to advertising as a 
means thereto. The fever is growing 
on them, and they are bound to have a 
boom if it takes a leg. There is 
one pointer, however, that our 
friends should bear in mind, and it 
is, that advertising alone is not 
enough. Advertising is the thing 
to attract people to their section, but 
they must have something to anchor 
the) visitor when he gets there. An. 
enormous proportion of the tourists 
who come to Southern California to look, 
remain to dwell. They are induced to 
stay not only by the incom- 
parable climate and the bewilder- 
ing multiplicity of products, but 
also by the tireless enterprise and pro- 
gressive ideas of the people and the 
facilities offered newcomers. Let the 
northern brethren take the lesson to 
heart; and if they cannot fully 
mateh us in natural advantages, 
at least catch up in matters which 
require only will and money. Let them 
divide up their lands into small hold- 
ings and put water on, so that the 
visitor who desires to settle may be 
able to tind a home and a livelihood 
together. When they do this and some 
other things which they may learn by 
watching the southern counties, their 
advertising will avail them much.

The Chief Place of Amusement -in 
the Mexican fepubtic. 
{New York Times. ] 


The Nationa! Theater, in the City of 


Mexico, in which Patti is (or is not). to 
sing —the Teatro Nacional, as it is 
called in Spanish—is and has for many 
years been the best theater in the Mex- 
ican Republic. 
much Yor it. An American theater- 
goer, accustomed to the comfortable 
places of amusement in New York, 
would be astonished at ‘its barn- like 
appearance and accommodations. I 
attended a performance in it on the 
evening of Junuary 23, 1879, when an 


} Amertean, company gave a variety per- 


formance there in a mixture of Spanish 
and English. The house was then 
lighted with oil lamps and perfumed 

with the smell of burning oil and cigar- 
ete smoke. 
been introduced, but Mexican gas in 
1879 was not much improvement over 
oil. The stage fixtures and all parts of 
the house showed sadly the signs of 


many years of use without replenishing | 


or repairing. It was once considered a 
luxurious and stylish place for Mexico; 
but that was when money was more 

enty in the southern republic than 
it is now. It was then ‘the home of 
opera,”’ if opera can be said to have a 
home where traveling artists made oc- 
casional brief visits. 

The construction of the house was 
very peculiar, and differed from that 
of any other theater in Mexico. The 
street-doors opened into a Jarge room 
paved with stone, in which gentlemen 
— about smoking cigarettes, and 

eat number of dlers offered for 

e all sorts of Mexican luxuries— 
cakes, candied fruits and lot- 
tery tickets. A stone-paved hallway 
led into the auditorium—large, but 
gloomy and dirty. The seating capacity 


was much less than it might have been | 


made. Inthe parquette there was an 
aisle down the center and one against 
each side wall, and the seats very much 
resembled church pews. There were 
two galleries, the lower of which was 
the fashionable part of the house. This 
lower gallery was the peculiarity chiefly 
noticeable. It was divided into 20 or 
25 boxes, each box very much like a 
little room, where the occupants were 
more shielded from observation than 
would be considered desirable in this 
country. The doors leading to these 
boxes opened upon abroad semicircular 
stairway, also paved with stone, if I 
remember rightly. Across the hall from 
the boxes was another row of doors, 
each door being opposite the door of 
one of the boxes. 

These doors opened into small, close 
rooms, somewhat larger than the boxes, 
but damp and gloomy. One of the 
managers of the theater took me into 
several of the little rooms, all of which 
were kept locked. They, too, I think, 
were paved with stone, and I do not re- 
member seeing a window in any of 
them. Their size was in the neighbor- 
hood of six feet by eight. The gentle- 
man who showed me about the building 
said that in ‘the old times,” when the 
National. Theater was in its glory, a 
gentleman buying a box could, and 
generally did, purchase also the oppo- 
site room, when he was at liberty to 
use it for any purpose he chose. These 
rooms had not n used for some 
years, but they still stood there locked 
and gloomy, in 1879, occupying a great 
deal of space that might profitably es

As Manager Orrin of Mexico says that 
the seating capacity of the National 
Theater is about 1700, I infer that it has 
been remodeled, for its capacity was 
far less than that in 1879. 


Avoid Strikes. 

The association of the Brotherhood 
of Locomotive Engineers, as a labor 
organization, has been and is the most 
prosperous organization in the interest 
of skilled labor in existence. It is op- 
posed to strikes, maintains no heavy- 
salaried agitators, and its members re- 
ceive the highest warrantable wages 
for their wor In Cleveland, O., an- 
other organization was inaugurated by 
printers who have grown weary of the 
old-time resort of striking for every 
conceivable disagreement between em- 
ployer and employé, and have adopted 
anew plan. This association is to be 
known as-the National Printers’ Pro- 
tective Fraternity. Its fundamental 
principle will commend the association 
to every worthy and thinking printer. 
It is in the following language: ‘*In case 
any difference should arise between 
employers and employés, such disagree- 
ments shall be submitted to an arbitra- 
tion committee. Such committee shall 
consist of two employers and two em 


loyés, they to select a fifth, who shall } 


a business man not connected with 
the printing business. When such a 
cemmittee shall have come to a decis- 
ion it must be accepted as final; but in 
no case shall this fraternity have power 
to order a strike.”’ If mechanics in the 
other trades would emulate this exam- 
ple and organize protective associations 
on the same principle, strikes would be 
averted and all classes of mechanics 
would receive as high if not higher 
wages than now.

SCIENTIFIC MISCELLANY. 


The Cold Zone of Boiler Fires.—A piece 
of paper pasted on a boiler over the fire-box 
does not become charred. It occupies what 
Mr. Thomas Fletcher, of Warrington, Eng- 
land, calis the “cold zone,” or space of 
unaccountable low temperature on the sur- 
face of metal having water behind it. Mr. 
Fletcher discards. the ordinary theory that 
the phenomenon is due to the rapid absorp- 
tion of heat by the water. His experiments 
thus far have convinced him that this cool 
space, whose thickness is that of the thick- 
est paper remaining uncharted is lutely 
impassable by flame anda high degree of 

iant heat, even the utmost power of the 
blowpipe serving but to reduce and not an- 
nihilate it, and that, as a conesempes, only 
a small part of the heat is permitted to reac 
the water. It has no effect, however, ip 

ing the heat conducted through it by 

solids, and a wire passing through the flame 
quickly burns the paper which the fire had 
left untouched. hese observations nat- 
urally su the use on boilers of metai 
studs of sufficient length to come in contact 
with the flame, and on boilers so con 
it is claimed that a wonderful increase in 
the steam generated has been obtained. 

A novel museum is being established by 
Dr. Guilbean, a blind - essor in a Paris 
institution for the biind. . His collection 
comprises articles specially devised for the 
use of the sightless, and is already quite 
valuable. It ineludesa very complete dis- 
play of the yarious kinds of letters which 

ave been used for reading by touch. 

A case was lately reported to the New 
York Pathological Society of a negro child, 
which lived but two inonths, with only one 
lung—the left, the other being rudimentary 
and never inflated. The heart had only one 
auricle and one ventricle—both the left. 

The museum at Boulak, in Egypt, con- 
tains what has been called the oldest picture 
in the world—a fresco from atomb at May- 
doom representing six geese. 

Tre Cha Ctirewation.—Starting with 
the idea that the hand varies considerably 
in size with the quantity of blood present 
in it at any moment, Prof. Mosso, the 
Italian physiologist, has made some most 
interesting investigations. In his first ex- 
periments, the hand was placed in a closed 
vessel of water, when the change in the 
circulation produced by the slightest action 
of body or brain, the smallest thought or 
movement, wasshown by arise or fall inthe 
liquid in the narrow neck of vessel. 
With a large balance on which the hori- 
zontal human body may be poised he has 
found that one’s thoughts may be literally 
weighed, amd that even dreams, or the 
effect of a slight sound during slumber, turn 
the blood to the brain sufficiently to cause 
the balance to fall at the head. When the 
brain of ane being re- 
laxed from thought the flow is toward 
the feet, with a oscilla- 
tion. The investigator has continued 
his studies of the circniation until it seems

How Thirsty Plants Get Water.—In the 
arid regions a botanist, M. 


Volkens, has found roots twenty times as 
long as the part of the plant above the sur- 
face. On some of these desert plants the 
same observer has noticed a very curious 
moisture-absorbing contrivance. Glandular 
hairs put forth by the leaves yield a bitter. 
crystalline liquid, which spreads out at 
night and collects the dew. 

Air Power.—The lack of a convenient 
and economical power for small industries 
is often felt, neither water, steam nor elec- 
tricity seeming to meet the requirements. 
The attempts now being made to distribute 
power by rarefied airin Paris and by com- 
pressed airin Birmingham have much in- 
terest. In each case, central pumping-sta- 
tions, with steam-power, supply the requi- 
siteenergy. The success of these systems 
remains to be shown. 

A Gale's Life-History.—A scientific ac- 
count of the t gaie which swept over 
the British Isles in October has been sub- 
mitted to the Royal Meteorological Society 
by Mr. C. Harding. The storm appears to 
have formed about 250 miles. southeast of 
Newfoundland on the 12th. It reached Ire- 
land early on the 15th, turned to the south- 
east, remaining central over «the Bretish 
Isles ab outthirty-four hours, then crossed to 
France, and subsequentiy again took a north- 
east course. fiinally breaking upover Holland. 
The depression of the barometer continued 
for an e inary len of time, the 
reading being below 29 inches for 30 hours 
at Geldeston.
